Statistics from Western Canada 
show that the revenue derived from 
grain production and-agriculture in 
general is rapidly increasing and 
much wealth is derived therefrom. 
Still there are leaks in the system 
which can be averted. For instance, 
the farmers of Western Canada are 
sustaining tremendous losses as a re- 
sult of weeds. It is estimated that in 
1928 weeds cost the West a loss of 
from fifty to seventy-five millions of 
dollars. Is there a solution to this? 
That is the question that naturally

According to a survey made by the 
Dominion Seed Branch in 1925-26-27, 
some fourteen per cent, of our Al- 
berta farmers in the districta cover- 
ed by the survey made an attempt to 
clean their grain before sowing it.

Were it not for this heavy drein on 
our agricultural resources our towns 
and cities would be larger and our 
business houses more prosperous.
